In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt @ quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price

By the time 
they reach it the red hot ashes have 
been raked all over the floor and the 
{dol of whatever caste they belong to 
has been placed on a platform at one 
end. 

In rush the “casteless," barefooted, 
without the slightest hesitation, and 
dance round and round on the red hot 
asbes until they drop from exhaustion 
and are dragged out by thelr friends, 
Before going through this painful cere- 
mony of regaining “caste’ a man is 
first supposed to fast for at Icast three 
days.--Pearson's Weekly.

“leave,” gave some of his experiences 
of the country and people. | 

“I am stationed at a tiny settlement 
on Great Whale River,” said the Rev 
W. G. Walton, ‘‘and the ‘town’ con. 
sists of two houses and a ‘store.’ I 
live at one of the houses with a Hud. 
son Bay trader. We get two mails @ 
year out there, but the newspapers 
only visit us once, so that you can 
imagine our expectation when news. 
paper day comes round. At the end 
of August every year a ship calls, and 
we have to be very careful to remem. 
ber to order everything we want, be 
cause if we forgot anything we should 
have to wait another year. The Eski- 
mos never wash themselves. 

“lL have often seen an Eskimo wo 
man washing her young children like 
a cat does a kitten—by licking them 
all over. Their only means of liveli- 
hood lies in catching seals. They are 
always on the lookout for seal holes 
in the ice. They eat the blubber, 
that is, the fat of the seal, and clothe 
themselves or at any rate make their 
trousers out of sealshkir It is very 
cold—45 degrees below zero as a rule— 
and we Europeans have to keep roar. 
ing fires going in every room of our 
house. 

“The people don’t live in villages, 
but separately in families, so as te 
have as wide a field for hunting as 
possible. They are a very revengeful 
people. A short while ago an Eskime 
Was out hunting, and saw a black dot 
in the distance on the ice, On ap. 
proaching he made certain that it was 
a seal just protruding from a seal hole 

He fired and hit it, but when he gof 
up to it he found that he had Mei.

incomings and doings of the alien who 
would reap a harvest at the expense of 
or at least in unfair competition with 
the legitimate heir to the soil und its 
products.

ponese nre welcome to our shores,

‘‘I do not regard the Japanese as a 
desirable people to have in large num- 
bers in n whito man’s country, Even 
with the franchise — which they will 
never obtain in Australia—they would 
form elements separate and distinct 
from the rest of the community. 

‘<A few years ago it was believed by 
mo:t people that the vast sections of 
land in the new countries would never 
be taken up for settlement. Yet land 
{s almost at a premium to-day and the 
time is probably not far distant when 
the last portions of the public domain 
will be thrown open to the people. 

‘¢ Australia is learning, and we do not 
propose to lightly or lavishly bestow our 
public lands,’’ 

Australia has provided for future con- 
tingencies by the buiiding of a ABYy, 
and the adoption of compulsory milli- 
tary service. Every Australian boy 
from 14 years of age is a senior cudet 
and must do 16 days’ drill annually. At 
18 he is moved up into the citizen army 
and from then until he is 26 he must 
do 16 days annually, if infantry or 
horse, and 25 days in caso of artille y 
or engineers, There are 178,000 senior 
cadets registered throughout Australia. 
In July, 1912, the first batch of cadets, 
18,000, were moved up into the adult 
ranks. Military observers have express- 
ed astonishment at the energy and abi]- 
ity of the new soldiers, 


The Empire’s Resources. 

Only hard figures can adequately tell 
the story of the resources of the Brit- 
ish Empire, In the production of staple 
articles that part of the world under 
our flag has some amazing facts to un- 
fold, Tuke the year 1911, for example, 
During that year staple products to the 
following values were produced within 
the British Empire: Coal, £125,800,000; 
diamonds, £8,299,000; gold, £55,9Q0,000; 
silver, £4,368,000, 

Turning to quantities from mere cash 
values, the British Empire produces of 
wheat, 788,700,000 bushels; of wine, 
6,500,000 gallons; of tea, 455,600,000 
lbs.; and of cotton, 1,279,616,000 Ibs. 
All our Overseas Dominions contribute 
their quota to the above amazing totals, 
and the figures of our smaller Colonies, 
such as Newfoundland, give one the 
idea that such Dominions are, after all, 
not quite so small,as one would imagine,

Surmounting the frame is 
the Royal Coat-of-Arms, John Calcraft, 
who was born in 1800 and died in 1879 
was execstioner in London from 182:

| acres.”

be content to get along with less land.
